(iv) if Tenant shall fail to make any of the Further Deposits as and when required

by S_li._k22,J.(_ or shall fail to make any other deposit as required under Section

12,2_, and such failure shall continue for ninety (90) days after notice from Landlord to

Tenant or (v) if Tenant shall fail to make the Initial Tenant Deposit within the earlier of

fifteen (I 5) days after Commencement of Construction or thirty (30) days after the date of

execution of this Lease and such failure shall continue for ten (10) days after notice from

Landlord to Tenant.

g. Clause vi of S.¢,_ is hereby deleted from the Lease.

5. The agreements, terms, covenants and conditions in this Amendment shall

be binding upon, and shall inure to the benefit of, Landlord and Tenant and their

respective successors and (except as otherwise provided in the Lease) assigns. The

provisions of this Amendment shall not benefit or be enforceable by any Person other

than the parties hereto.
